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A History of the Famous Ballindalloch Herd 


Sir John Macpher- 
son-Grant, father of the 
present Baronet, Sir 
George Macpherson- 
Grant, died in 1850, but it 
was not until 1861 that 
Sir George married and 
came to reside at Ballin- 
dalloch, and it was at that date naturally that his chief interest in 
and supervision of his herd commenced. He had previously, as had 
his father before him, taken no small charge of agricultural matters 
generally, and of Aberdeen-Angus cattle particularly, and in 1861 he 
laid what may be called the foundation stone of his fame by the 
purchase from Lord Southesk of Erica 843. 

The first volume of the Herd Book was published by Mr. 
Ravenscroft in 1862, and we find in that volume entries by Sir 
George of the following females: Ballindalloch Crinoline 628, Char- 
lotte of Ballindalloch 151, 
Dandy 794, Erica 843, Iris 
844, Kitty 130, Miss For-

Mayflower of Montblet- 
ton 614, one of the most 
famous cows in the his- 
tory of the breed. At Bal- 
lindalloch, he was the 
sire of Nettle (unenter- 
dam of Nosegay 
2155, and of Coquette 
1417, whose families still have an honored name. Miss Burgess 1198, 
having been calved in 1861, might have been entered in Volume I., 
but was for some reason omitted, and appears in Volume II. She 
also has handed down in the herd a long and meritorious list of de- 
scendants. Chieftain 318 we need only allude to as being the sire of 
Erica 2d 1284, grandam of Young Viscount 736. 
This then shortly would appear to be the nucleus from which 
Sir George has succeeded in rearing up for himself a herd second 
to none, a herd which has gained for its home the highly compli- 
mentary name of “The 
Warlaby of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle,” and a herd 


tescue 538, Petticoat 629, 
and Young Mary 527. The 
entries of bulls were five, 
of which we need notice 
only Chieftain 318 and 
Craigo 260. Of the fe- 
males, the first cow we are 
concerned with here was 
Dandy 794, who, mated 
with Craigo 260, became 
the mother of Coquette 
1417, the ancestress of a 
very valued family both in 
this country and in Amer- 
ica. Erica 843 and her 
descendants will be fully 
treated of in a subsequent 
portion of this narrative. 
Iris 844, a purchase at the 
Kinnaird Sale in 1861, un- 
fortunately died in calving 
without leaving issue. Ail 
that we can trace of Kitty 
130 is that she was dam of 
Petticoat 629, and of this 
latter cow we have no fur- 
ther trace. Miss Fortescue 
528 has now no represen- 
tatives in the herd, but, on 
the other hand, Young 
Mary 527, whose dam was 
Grannie 131, entered in the 
Herd Book as bred by Mr. 
Grant. Carnousie, became the progenitrix of one of the best and 
most productive families at Ballindalloch, now known as the Lady 
Fanny. The bull Craigo 260 is entered in the Herd Book as “calved 
in 1854, bred by the late Captain Carnegy of Craigo. Sire bred by 
the Trustees of the late R. Scott, Balwyllo; dam bred by Hugh Wat- 
Son, Keillor.” He was purchased by Sir George at the Craigo sale 
in 1856, and was used until 1860. Before leaving Craigo he begat

which has handsomely paid 
its way through good and 
bad report. Disappoint- 
ments there have been, of 
course, not a few, but they 
have been compensated in 
great measure of tri- 
umphs, and the result of 
Sir George’s exertions 
have been warmly recog- 
nized and admitted by all 
who have the true inter- 
ests of cattle breeding at 
heart. 

As is generally known, 
Volume II. of the Herd 
Book did not see the light 
until 1872, when it was 
published under the au- 
spices of the late Mr. Ad- 
amson, and of Mr. Alexan- 
der Ramsay, the present 
Editor, co-jointly. In this 
volume and in that of num- 
ber III., published by Mr. 
Ramsay in 1875, we find 
no fewer than fifty-two 
entries made by Sir 
George, of which thirty- 
two were of females and 
twenty were of bulls. Sir 
George would appear to 
have, in the thirteen years 
between the publication of the first and third volumes, added several 
new families to his herd by purchase, notably by the purchase of 
Jilt 973 from Mr. M’Combie in 1867, and Kindness, at Drumin in 
1873. These families, Jilt and Pride, are still to be found at Ballin- 
dalloch. Among other purchases appear to have been Levity 1204, 
Nightingale 262, Nymph 972, and Sybil 974. Of these four last 
mentioned only the last has now any representative in the herd, and 
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the family was re-acquired by the purchase of Fuschia of Glencorrie 
12791 only a few years ago. 

It was in 1876, at the dispersion sale of the late Mr. Paterson, 
Mulben, that Sir George made one of his important selections in the 
magnificent cow Pride of Mulben 1919, who was a granddaughter of 
the famous Pride of Aberdeen 581. Sir George had to leave 91 
guineas for this cow, an unexampled price in those days; but his 
good judgment has been confirmed, and this branch of this dis- 
tinguished family is now fairly established in the favour of breeders. 
This purchase may be fairly classed, with that of Erica and Jilt, as 
one of transcendant importance. 

During the last sixteen years representatives of various families 
have appeared in the Ballindalloch herd, but only a few, have come 
to stay. Among the latter are the Ruths, own cousins to the Jilts, 
Ruth and Jilt having been full sisters from Beauty of Tillyfour 2d 
1180, by Black Prince of Tillyfour 366. This family was acquired 
from Mr. Anderson, Wellhouse. Rose 3d 925 was bought at the dis- 
persion sale of the late Mr. Brown, Westertown, in 1874, and de- 
scendants of hers are highly valued. The Mayflowers of Montbletton, 
or, as they are perhaps better known, the Lady Idas or Blackbirds 
of Corskie are also highly thought of at Ballindalloch. Blackbird 
of Corskie 3d 3766 was bought at Mr. Hannay’s sale at Gavenwood 
in September 1878. 

In 1861, the date at which we begin this narrative, the farm at 
Ballindalloch and the herd were under the management of the late 
Mr. Jas. M’Kay, an excellent judge of stock, and a servant most 
highly esteemed by his employer. James M’Kay came to Ballindal- 
loch in 1835, and was manager for the long period of 41 years. In 
1861, the Herd Book, al- 
though talked of, had 
no actual existence; ! 
and, as we have seen, 
after the publication of 
the first volume in 1862, 

a whole decade passed 

* before another volume 
saw the light. It is not 
surprising, therefore, 
that pedigrees were not 
much considered, and it 

is well remembered that 
many an excellent heif- 

er at Ballindalloch was 
sent to the butcher, if 
she did not, when two 
years old, at once fulfil 
her destiny by proving 
herself in calf. In-° 
breeding was then more 

in vogue than _line- 
breeding; in point of 
fact, it was impossible 

to pursue the latter 
method for lack of suf- 
ficient knowledge. The 
former drastic opera- 
tion was _ habitually 
adopted by the two 
great improvers of the 
breed—Watson, Keillor; 
and M’Combie, Tilly- 
four. At the same time, the utmost care was ever taken by Sir 
George to buy the best bulls he could lay his hands on, and the 
knowledge and good judgment of his manager were here invaluable. 

We think that this will be an appropriate place to note the bulls 
used in the herd since 1861, and we shall subsequently have some- 
thing to say in relation to Sir George’s system of breeding after 
M’Kay’s retirement, and when the progress of the Herd Book made 
it possible to secure consistency in method. We shall not attempt 
to’ give the names of every bull who may have sired a calf or two in 
the herd, but we propose to notice all those who may in any sense 
have been held to be Sultans of the Seraglio. 

Craigo 260 we have already written of in our remarks on Vol- 
ume I. of the herd book. ; 

’ King Charles 236 was bred by the Earl of Southesk. He was 
sired by Druid 225 (a son of Cupbearer 59) and was out of Kathleen 
of Kinnaird 339, both sire and dam having been National Society 
prize winners. King Charles, after being used at Westertown, came 
to Ballindalloch. He won many prizes at local shows, and was a bull 
of large size and good style. At Ballindalloch he was the first sire 
registered in the Miss Burgess and Lady Fanny families, but his 
name appears also in the family trees of, the Coquettes and Nose- 


gays. 

Trojan 402 was next selected. He was purchased from Mr. 
M’Combie of Tillyfour in 1864, subsequently to his having been first 
prize winner at the Newcastle Royal, second at Aberdeen, and third 
at the Highland at Stirling. It must be observed that being by 
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Black Prince of Tillyfour 366 out of Charlotte 203 5 . 
brother of the wonderful Pride of Aberdeen 581. An co terine 
pedigree shows that he had more of the Queen and Panmure rn je 
than even his famous half sister, and shows no fewer than t ane 
terminations in Panmure 51. Trojan will ever be remembered vt 
Ballindalloch as the sire of Eisa 977 and Enchantress 981 but * 
these we shall have something to write later on. ‘—e 

Kildonan 405 was calved at Ballindalloch, but Mr. M’Com;; 
was the mating breeder. It will be observed that, having been ioe 
by Black Prince of Tillyfour 366, he was half brother to rrojen te 
dam Keepsake 427 by the grand President 205, was a well kn - 
cow in her day. She was bred at Balwyllo in 1851, and in 1859 
passed into the possession of Lord Southesk, by whom she was sold 
at his sale in 1861 to Mr. Collie for 59 guineas. From Ardgay sh 
went to Tillyfour, and from there to Ballindalloch. Kildonan’s ¢laj ; 
to the notice of posterity rests on the fact of his being the sire of 
Ella 1205, the fourth and last daughter of Erica 843. 

Victor of Ballindalloch 403 was bred at Montbletton, and de- 


scended from Balwyllo stock. He sired among other cows Eva 984. 


—— National winner, and he was himself successful at local 
shows. 

Exciseman 473 was bred by Sir George, and here is the first 
instance we can find of his using a bull of which he was the mating 
breeder. This bull was by Victor 403 out of Erica 843, and was the 
sire of one of the best Jilts ever bred—Jewess 1916—a cow of im- 
mense substance. 

Juryman 404 was calved at Ballindalloch, but Mr. M’Combie of 
Tillyfour had the credit of having mated his parents. He was got 
by Bright 454 (uterine 
brother of the famous 
Zara 1228 by Black 
Prince of Tillyfour 366) 
and out of Jilt 973, a 
daughter of the Keillor 
cow Beauty of Tillyfour 
2d 1180. He was on two 
occasions first prize 
bull at National shows, 
and his local honors 
were innumerable. Be- 
ing of a masculine char- 
acter, particularly good 
in the shoulder and hind 
quarter, he was success- 
ful as a sire, perhaps 
his best daughters being 

‘cho 2976 and Siren 
1915. It was, however, 
when put to Erica 843 
that he begot Elcho 595, 
one of the most famous 
sires of the generation. 

Scotsman 474 was 
also used about this 
date. He was bred at 
Tillyfour, and of simi- 
lar breeding to Bright 
454, the sire of Jury- 
man 404, just above 
mentioned. His dam, 
Zara 1228, has handed 
down her name to a select family. Sir George cannot be congratu- 
lated on the acquisition of this bull. Although frequently success- 
ful in Highland Society showyards, Scotsman had scurs, and it is 
feared that the Judges of those days were more lenient in this mat- 
ter than it is to be hoped future judges ever will be again. At the 
same time, the writer cannot recall to mind that Scotsman produced 
scurs in the herd, unless to the fact of his first impregnation of Eva 
984 a subsequent son of hers, Etonian 1658, also a famous bull and 
successful breeder, developed one scur. Scotsman was sire of Judge 
1150, to be alluded to presently. To emphasize Sir George’s dislike 
of “scurs,” we may add that there is no animal in the herd now 
which has Scotsman’s name in its pedigree. ; 

Elchies 563, by Juryman 404 out of Eisa 977, was bred by Sir 
George, and was an example of the fact that like does not always 
produce like. His sire and dam were both National Society’s first 
prize winners, but he was never near it himself. However, he di 
much good in the herd, begot Maid of Aven 2995, first prize cow at 
Stirling in 1881, and was the first bull to call attention to the po- 
tency of “Erica” blood. : 

Elcho 595 followed. Bred at Ballindalloch, he was sired _by 
Juryman 404, and out of Erica 843. He was sold young to Mr. 
Grant, Advie, and subsequently re-purchased. He may certainly be 
placed in the list of the most successful sires of his time or of any 
time. He was, perhaps, most fortunate in his female descendants, 
but he will always be remembered as the sire of Justice 1462, 4 
showyard buil of the very highest charac- [Continued on page 18

Down South 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal: A copy of your article which 
was published some time last year 
in the Country Life Magazine on 
the Ames Plantation, has come to 
my attention through a re-print in 


the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, and ; 
if you will pardon a stranger’s intrusion on your time, I would like 


to make a few comments thereon, not in the spirit of criticism, for 
I admired the article, but just to state a few facts that are well 
known to all who are familiar with Southern agriculture. 

The Ames Plantation is just one of the hundreds and I might 
say thousands of stock and hog farms that dot the South and are 
doing a great work in the furtherance of progressiev farming. The 
names of Lookabaugh, Lespedeza Farms, E. E. Mack & Sons, Pine 
Crest Farms, McKee Bros., and the late H. L. Currie are so well 
known among live stock’raisers that further comments are unneces- 
sary. And the list could be multiplied to such a great length that 
it would surprise even the most enthusiastic Southerner. As addi- 
tional evidence of the great things being accomplished in the South 
as regards live stock and the class of animals in Southern herds, 
witness the number of championships that came South after the last 
International Live Stock Exposition. Evidently these breeders are

the Southern farmer will continue 
to plant a large crop of it, no one 
will deny. There are some lands 
that yield better money returns in 
cotton than anything else. And 
cotton can be grown on the same 
land year after year and an in- 
crease in the yield obtained each year through the intelligent use of 
fertilizers. Malborough County, South Carolina, is a proof of what 
can be done in this line. That an increase is not usually obtained 
with any crop when planted year after year on the same land does 
not prove that it can not be done. There has been some criticism of 
the Southern farmer for his lavish use of commercial fertilizer, and 
to some extent this criticism is deserved, for he does not take care 
of his farm fertilizers as he should and does not plant as much 
ground to legumes as he should and neither does the farmer from 
any other section. One of the sound principles of farming is to fol- 
low those methods that pay best and at the same time build up the 
soil. The Government soil survey showed that the South is the least 
blessed of any section of the United States originally in the way of 
rich lands. With a few exceptions the soil here is poor compared to 
a large part of the farming lands of America. While the climate is 
mostly mild all the year, the winter rains are continually making

doing a-constructive breeding worthy of the best American tradi- 
tions or they could not capture so many championships. 


It might be stated that this wonderful advance in live stock 
breeding and raising has not been at the expense of other crops. The 
last Government report showing the value of all crops raised showed 
that the South with about one-third of the total area of the United 
States produced forty-four per cent. of the total crops. Among the 
farm products was a large crop of grain. Contrary to general im- 
pressions, the South is not given over to exclusive cotton farming. 
Many sections that follow grain farming concentrate on one crop a 
great deal more than the South does on cotton. The value of the 
cotton crop showed a value of only two and one-third billion dollars 
out of a total value of over seven billion dollars. In only two states 
did the cotton crop equal fifty per cent. of the total value of crops. 
These figures do not include any live stock, so that it is more strik- 
ingly apparent that the South is getting away from cotton as a sole 
dependence. That cotton is peculiarly adapted to the South and that 


the soil poorer through leaching, while the freezes of our Northern 
neighbors keep the plant food locked up so that it will not leach 
or wash away. It is true that winter cover crops will to a large ex- 
tent eliminate this, and while probably not more than five or ten per 
cent. of the lands that should be planted to winter crops are planted, 
the increase is substantial each year and in the future a carpet of 


green will cover the South in winter as well as the summer. 


The one-horse farmer with his narrow gauge mule has long been 
the curse of the South. He was not willing to adopt new methods 
and practices, being content to follow the methods that his father 
and grandfather followed, saying that what was good enough for 
them would suit him. The new ideas and “book farming” as he 
called it were not for him. But such men as the late Dr. Seaman A. 
Knapp, have opened the eyes of a great many farmers as to the 
possibilities of farming and each year a better class of farming is 
being done, showing that there is as much room for brains on the 
farm and intelligent exercise of them as in [Continued on page 22

Looking Over the Kilohana Farms in Illinois 


The trip was made with 
Mr. Atherton who took us in 
his car through the pastures 
and all over the farms. The 
name, Kilohana, (a Hawai- 
ian name, pronounced Kee- 
lo-ha-nah) means the “very 
best” and this is the slogan of the farm, its buildings, its crops, its 
stocks and all that goes into it and comes out of it. 

A year and a half ago Mr. Atherton bought the 160 acres of the 
old Lee farm and added to it some 25 acres belonging to Harry Cal- 
lendar. He has an ideal pasture of over 45 acres with a never-failing 
stream of water running through it and some of the finest speci- 
mens of native trees—white oak, hickory, walnut, hard maple and 
elm—that we have around here. He is planning to plant more trees 
along the west boundary of the pasture to shade the creek that runs 
along the division line next to the road. 

He has cut down many trees in this pasture, thinning them out 
so he can get a good stand of blue grass for his magnificent herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle which he is building up. With this timber 
he secured the posts to re-fence the entire place, and put up many 
new farm buildings and has in a sheltered place some fine planks 
of walnut, wild cherry and oak for the finishing lumber of a bunga- 
low which he hopes in the near future to build for his home on one 
of the many beautiful knolls of the farm. He has recently pur- 
chased by contract the 120 acres of the old Culver farm from the 
Culver heirs, subject to 
the life interest of Wil- 
liam Culver, which wiil 
add greatly to the farm. 

Mr. Atherton in re- 
building has followed a 
set plan and when he 
has it completed will 
have one of the most 
efficiently-e quipped 
farms in the country. 

‘Last year he erected a 
monolithic concrete silo 
which will hold 140 tons 
of silage and which is 
connected with the re- 
built cattle barn. He 
also has built a modern 
hog house with twelve 
separate pens and each 
pen not only has a ce- 
ment floor covered with 
boards, a large window 
on the south, but also 
has an outside feeding 
pen so that the litter 
from the feed will not 
be in the sleeping quar- 
ters. Near this modern 
hog house is a new rat- 
proof corn crib with 
cribs to hold 1000 bush- 
els on either side of the concrete driveway. There is also a new ma- 
chine shed, so arranged as to store the light machinery on the floor 
above. He has just completed the building of a new scale shed and 
rooms for small grains and a grinder. At the house he has a large 
well and a gasoline pump which pumps the water into a large con- 
crete supply tank holding 125 barrels and from there it is piped to 
all of the barns and feeding places so that there are convenient hy- 
drants for watering all the stock. 

He has several small pastures which he has sowed to sweet 
clover for his young calves and the head of his Aberdeen-Angus 
herd, Kilohana Blackcap, who takes life right royally at his leisure 
in the green pastures. When the Culver land is added to that now 
owned by Mr. Atherton there will be a pasture through from the 
present one to the barns and feeding places. 

The farm was somewhat run-down when Mr. Atherton took it 
over, but by a scientific rotation of crops and fertilization he hopes 
to bring it back to its old-time fertility. He has already sown one 
field to alfalfa from which he expects to harvest many a big crop 
of hay. 

His Aberdeen-Angus herd is his great pride, for he has weeded 
it out, and now he has only the most fashionable strains of the 
breed. He has all of his cattle tested by the government for tuber- 
culosis and is keeping the herd to the strict: requirements along this 
line. He only buys tested cattle to add to the herd. He now has 30

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Illinois Feeder Did Well on Doddie Steers 


Making Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers pay out a profit, 
at a time when the major- 
ity of cattle feeders are re- 
porting losses, was the ex- 
perience of Harvey Sconce 
of Sidell, Ill., when he sent 
his 47 head of 1341-pound 


Aberdeen-Angus steers over the Chicago scales at $17.10. The price 


was within 15 cents of the top, paid for another load of Aberdeen- 
Angus and was the largest lot to sell at the price since the recent 
upturn. Mr. Sconce is known as a business farmer, being one of 
the largest operators in the state. He is in the banking business. 
He does not carry on his business in a haphazard manner but like 
his other affairs, his cattle-feeding operations are run on a business 
basis, an account of all expenses being kept. The close of the period 
opens up to him an exact statement of profit or loss. In this case 
he made a profit, his detailed statement showing all costs and ex- 


penses. 


The statement which Mr. Sconce compiled, tells the story of costs 
and the profits made by the steers. Although they consumed a large 
amount of feed, a profit is shown, which contrasts with the losses 
recently made by many cattle feeders. The good finish which the 
cattle possessed at selling time helped considerably in getting the 
high price. The fact that they were purchased right at the start 
also was a factor, while the ability of the cattle to put on a maxi- 
mum amount of fat from the feeds given was the main reason of 
cutting production costs and working toward a profit on the venture. 


Harvey J. Sconce Kept Accurate Cost Figures on His 
Aberdeen-Anaus Cattle and Showed a Profit on Them 


When Practically Every Other Feeder Was Losina. 
Written for the Aberdeen- Angus Journal by Joseph, M. Carroll 


The difference between 
the net cost laid down at 
the farm and the net sell- 
ing price at Chicago or 
$455.28 represents the 
profit on the 47 head of 
steers, not counting the 
gain on the hogs which 
followed the cattle nor the value of the manure received from the 
cattle which when returned to the land adds to its producing value 
and indirectly counts as a profit on the cattle handled. 


When these cattle were purchased Novmeber 24, they averaged 
935 pounds and cost $11.65. They were all Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
of good quality. Upon their arrival at the farm they were turned 
into a good stalk field where they were kept for forty days. At the 
end of this period they averaged 1020 pounds, showing a gain of 85 
pounds per head or more than 2 pounds per day while on rough feed. 
This shows the ability of the cattle to take on weight even on this 
sort of a ration. 


On January 7 they were put into the feed lot and given a 
straight feed of corn, cottonseed meal, clover and alfalfa hay. From 
this date to the day of marketing they made an average gain of 321 
pounds. During the entire period from the time they arrived at the 
farm until sold at Chicago they gained 406 pounds per head and the 
selling price was $5.45 per hundred above the cost as feeders. 

The abilitv of the Aberdeen-Angus as feeders and money mak- 
ers has been stated time and again. This feeder produces the actual 
figures to bear out the statement that the Aberdeen-Angus make 


Mr. Sconce purchased these cattle as feeders November 24 and 
sold them as finished steers on June 15. During this entire period 
an exact account of all feed was kept, home-raised products being 
charged at the prevailing market prices when fed. The statement 
showing costs of finishing the three loads, (47 head) follows:

Clydesdales were 
not so well represented as in some former 
years, notably in males, but there was a 
fairly full and interesting entry of Short- 
horns, and a moderate entry of Aberdeen- 
Angus. British Friesian breeders made a 
good initial appearance, and the sheep and 
pig breeders were also well to the fore. 


Aberdeen-Angus 


One would like to have seen a more repre- 
sentative show of Aberdeen-Angus, although 
there was considerable merit in the various 
classes. There were only three aged bulls, 
and the two leading places were taken by 
Lord Rosebery. The better of the pair was 
Gaffer 6th, a bull bred by Mr. Charles Pen- 
ny, Skillymarno, after Eureka of Advie 
which was second at the Highland last year. 
This is a bull with a smart head, nicely 
formed frame, and smooth in his flesh. He 
is quite a taking sire. Lord Rosebery’s 
second winner was Black Peer also bred at 
Skillymarno. He was not so nicely laid in 
at his shoulders as the first winner. Mr. 
Wm. Meiklem, Begg, Kirkcaldy, was third 
with his Heathsman, bred at Spott, which 
stood second at Glasgow. 


Sir John Stewart Clark, Bart., Dundas 
Castle, was first in the yearling class with 
Ethie of Bleaton, by Baron Beauford, his 
first winner at Glasgow. Lord Rosebery 
was second with Rizzio, a home-bred bull by 
Escort of Harviestoun. This was a nicely 
turned bull, but he was not perhaps so sty- 
iish about his head as the first winner, 
which was also a bull of nice breeding and 
smooth in flesh. Mr. Meiklem, Begg, was 
third with Pride’s Parade, bred by Mr. J. 
M’G. Petrie, Glenlogie, and third at Glas- 
gow. He was not so even along the top as 
the others, and did not show quite the same 
character. Mr. G. R. Sharp, Mains of Pan- 
holes, Blackford, was fourth with Hayston 
Erica Brand by Black Jacko, the rather 
sweet-looking but smaller-sized bull which 
was second at Glasgow. 


There was nothing very special in a class 
of three cows. Sir John Stewart Clark’s 
first one—Berber of Achnagonaln, bred by 
Mr. Hastilow, after Gloro, was a nicely-bal- 
anced seven-year-old with a good deal of 
breed character about her and smooth in her 
flesh. Mr. Meiklem had the second and 
third winners. The former was Redcap 2d, 
a good quartered cow bred by Mr. R. L. 
Grant, Auchenhuive, after Imperio. She was 
a little slack over her loins. The other was 
a six-year-old bred by Mr. A. M Ferguson, 
Greymount, after Baron Bramley 


Mr. Meiklem was the only exhibitor of 
two-year-old heifers. The better of a couple 
was adjudged to be one bred by Mr. Forbes, 
Woodhead, Kinloss, the other being a home- 
bred by Elginor. This was a reversal of the 
order at Glasgow the other week. 


The First Post-War Show of the Edinburgh 
Agricultural Association Was Held Recently 
at Saughtonhall Drive, Murrayfield, Edinburgh 


Sir John Stewart Clark had the first prize 
for yearling heifers with Grace 2d of the 
Dell, bred by Mr. Grant, The Dell, after 
Effendi of Freeland. This heifer, which 
was first at Glasgow, shows plenty of size, 
and has a nice head and neck, but loses her- 
self in her mid-back. Lord Rosebery was 
second with a smaller but very nice-coated 
heifer with perfect head and neck and carry- 
ing herself gaily, if a trifle narrow. Sir 
John Stewart Clark was third with Elspeth 
of Dundas, a thick, nicel'y-covered heifer by 
Eurotas of Brucklay, and the fourth ticket 
went to Mr. George Sharp, with a Prince 
Blue Blood heifer bred at Ballintomb.

Ballimore 741 was bred at Wes 

and by Duke of Perth 357, a Highlang a 
ciety’s first prize bull. He did no particular 
good, but his daughters subsequently bred 
well, and he was directly responsible for 
Juno 3374, third prize cow at the H. & A 
Society’s show at Glasgow in 1882. At Edin- 
burgh in 1877 Ballimore was commended in 
a strong class of aged bulls. 


Judge 1150 was bred by Sir George 

Jilt 973 by Scotsman 474, and than tae 
brother of the famous Juryman 404, Among 
many other showyard honors, he was first 
prize aged bull at the International Exhi- 
bition at Paris in 1878. Probably his best 
produce was Eugenie 4170, an exceptionally 
good breeding cow and Equity 4671. He was 
exported to America. 


Editor 1460, a son of the last-mentioned 
bull, out of Edith 2973 by Juryman 404, thus 
being closely bred to the Jilts, was used to 
some extent before being sold to Mr. 
Stratchan, Montcoffer, his best daughter 
having been Essica 4179. He was commend- 
ed at the H. & A. Society’s show at Dum- 
fries in 1878, H. C. in 1879, won a third prize 
in 1882 and second prize in 1883. 

Young Viscount 736. This very famous 
bull was calved in April 1873, and was bred 
by Mr. Duff, Hillockhead, who had pur- 
chased his dam, Erica 8d 1249, at Ballindal- 
loch. Young Viscount was sired by Hampton 
492, a Castle Fraser bull with Easter Skene 
blood. Bought by the Earl of Fife from the 
breeder, Young Viscount afterwards became 
the property of Mr. Hannay, Gavenwood, by 
whom he was sold at his public sale in 1878 
to Sir George for 225 guineas—then the 
hiehect price ever naid for an animal of the 
breed. Viscount’s showyard honors were 
very numerous—among others, three times 
first at National Shows, Champion prize of 
£25 at the Roval at Kilburn in 1879, and the 
M’Combie Cup at Aberdeen in 1878; and he 
never failed to secure the hivhest award; 
but it was in his powers as a breeding bull 
that his great merit was seen. It is prob- 
ably no exar*cration to sav that his powers 
in this resnect have never been excelled, even 
if they have been equalled, and the Ballin- 
dalloch herd undoubtedly owes much of its 
credit and popularity to that day in 1878, 
when Sir George’s good judgment induced 
him to outstay the late Earl of Airlie, and 
secure the bull for his herd. Young Vis- 
count left all his daughters as if cut out of 
one mould. His descendants, of exceptional 
merit, were very numerous—too numerous 
to particularize here; but some females of 
his loins are still in the Ballindalloch byres, 
and will answer for him—such as Edelweiss 
5605, Elba 7045, Edvisca 9924, and Jocosa 
5610. 

Petrarch 1258 came to Ballindalloch in 
the belly of his mother, Pride of Mulben 
1919, for whom Sir George paid 91 guineas 
at the Mulben dispersion sale. He was a bull 
of great substance, and gained the second 
prize and silver medal at Paris in 1878. 
Probably his best daughter was Electra 4186, 
a Highland Societ’’s show cow. 

Justice 1462 was bred at Ballindalloch. He 
was sired by Elcho 595, and out of Jilt 973, 
who had already produced the admirable 
bulls Juryman 404 and Judge 1150. It will 
be observed that Justice was sired by Elcho 
595, who was got by Juryman, uterine broth- 
er of Justice, who was a show bull of the 
highest excellence, having been three times

first at National shows and Champion bull 
at the Centenary show at Edinburgh in 1884, 
pesides having won the M’Combie Cup; but 
he did not prove so successful as a breeder 
as might have been expected. His best 
daughter was undoubtedly Evergreen 9929, 
who went to Minmore at the Ballindalloch 
sale in 1890, and at Colonel Smith’s sale in 
1891 was bought by Mr. Grant, Auchorachan, 
for 310 guineas, her heifer calf by Iliad 2843 
at the same time fetching 80 guineas from 
Miss Morison-Duncan. Justice was sold to 
Mr. Goodwin, who took him to the United 


States. 


Julius 1819, a son of Young Viscount 736, 
dam Jewess 1916 by Exciseman 473, was in 
service for a short time. He left no particu- 
lar mark in the herd, and was early parted 
with. He was very hivhly commended at 
the Glasgow show in 1882. 


Sir Evelyn 2340 was also used sparingly. 
In 1879, Sir George sent to the somewhat 
famous Sir Maurice 1319, stock bull at 
Rothiemav. four Erica females for service, 
and Sir Evelyn was the result of the union 
with Eila 3794, a very highly bred Erica cow 
by Elcho 595. Among other premiums won, 
Sir Evelyn took second prize at the National 
show at Glasgow in 1882. His greatest suc- 
cess at Ballindalloch was unquestionably the 
cow Elegy 7046, who has been a first prize 
cow at Hiehland shows. 

Iliad 2843. Bred bv Mr. Argo, Cairdseat, 
in 1882, this bull won the first prize at the 
H. and A. Society’s show at Inverness in 
1883, and was subsequently purchased by Sir 
George. Being by Etonian 1658, a son of 
Eva 984 and Elcho 595, he is a clean bred 
Erica on the sire’s side and yet through his 
dam, Inky 4381, he introduced a very large 
strain of alien blood. Inky was by M. P. 
12150, descended on both sides from Queen 
Mother 348. Sir George, having regard to 
his breeding, and also individual merit, se- 
cured him and has had no reason to regret 
his decision. He is still in the herd in active 
service and next to Young Viscount, has 
probably done more yeoman service than any 
other bull. He may be a little narrow on 
the top of his shoulders. but he has mag- 
nificent quarters, a quality he never fails to 
transmit. His best known son is the Dal- 
more stock bull Esquire 5346, but he has 
placed to his credit a large number of excel- 
lent cattle—among others, Prince Inca 7844, 
second prize two-year-old bull at the late 
Stirling show, and now one of the stock bulls 
at home. Iliad, when in Sir George’s posses- 
sion, took first premium as a two-year-old 
at the Centenary show at Edinburg in 1874, 
and second prize the following year at Dum- 
fries, since when he has not been exhibited. 


Provost 1259. Calved in March 1878 and 
bred at Ballindalloch, this bull went to the 
Earl of Airlie as a yearling. He and Justice 
1462 were the two best calves of the year. 
He suffered shortly afterwards from swol- 
len testicles, a complaint which prevented 
him being a great prize-winner, but did not, 
as the Herd Book will testify, prevent him 
being an excellent getter of stock. Being 
out of Pride of Mulben 1919 by Elcho 595, 
it is not to be wondered at that Sir George, 
in pursuance of his system of breeding which 
he had now for some years carried out with 
much success, had kept his eye upon Provost 
and as soon as opportunity offered bought 
him back. Unfortunately he did not very 
long survive his return but he confirmed his 
breeder’s judgment in begetting Euraya 
13708 , Joanna 13709 and the twins Lady 
Fluff 18711 and Lady Fly 13712. He was 
also the sire of Elocutionist 7493, one of the 
stock bulls lately in the herd. 


Erroll 2723 was also bred at home. A son 
of Young Viscount 736, he was out of Eila

He was the only example of an entire out- 
cross (always excepting his connection with 
the “Jilt” family) having been purchased for 
a number of years. Descended on the dam’s 
side from Beauty of Tillyfour 2d 1180, who 
was the maternal ancestress also of the Jilts 
and bred at Keillor, as was also another 
Beauty (some even believe the same) the 
foundation cow of the Ericas, Sir George 
bought Royal George with deliberate pur- 
pose. He was a bull of great size, substance 
and good form, but lacked somewhat of qual- 
ity. His acquisition has been somewhat of 
a disappointment, but as might well have 
been expected he has knicked with some 
cows and in the herd now are Equation 
15047, Equivocation 16489, Nosegay 19th 
16503 and Rose of the Vicarage 16508, all of 
which do him credit. 


Plutarch 5632. Another son of old Pride 
of Mulben 1919 and unfortunately her last 
calf, by Iliad 2843. 'Calved in 1886 and bred 
by Sir George, he was V. H. C. at the Glas- 
gow show in 1888 and was second to his half- 
brother, Esquire 5346, the following year at 
Melrose. He gave every promise of being a 
grand stock bull, as is evidenced by his being 
the sire of Epsom 7507, quite the Champion 
bull of 1891 and the property of Mr. Eggin- 
ton, South Ella; but he unfortunately died 
young. 

Elocutionist 74938 was retained at home on 
account of his breeding and his own good 
looks. His head and neck are perfection it- 
self. His young things are very promising. 


Vesuvius 7257, by Esquire 5346, out of — 


Veronica 2d of Glamis 10662, was a purchase 
at the Inverness sale in 1889 from Dalmore. 
He has not been exhibited. His calves are 
likely ones and it will be observed that he 
introduces into the herd for the first time in 
male line that Mayflower blood which had 
its first registered foundation from the Bal- 
lindalloch stock bull thirty years ago— 
Craigo 260. 

Prince Inca 7844. Very similarly bred to 
Plutarch 5632, noticed above, but with a Jilt- 
Erica cross intervening through Justice 
1462. This is quite a showyard bull and his 
calves of 1891 are particularly satisfactory. 
He was placed second to Epsom 7507, anoth- 
er Ballindalloch bred bull, at the late High- 
jand show at Stirling. 

Zenophon 8028 is another bull bred by Mr. 
Mackenzie and got by Esquire 5346. The 
only other bull ever used in the herd of the 
same breeding on the dam’s side was Scots- 
man 474 (see above). Zenophon is full of 
“Erica” blood through his .sire and grand- 
sire, Grandholm 1647. 

Partisan 8641. This bull is a recent pur- 
chase from Mr. Wallis, Bradley Hall. Got 
by Mosstrooper 2256 (by Ethelred 1440 by 
Judge 1150) and out of the “Pride” cow 
Pride Lovely 11929 by Englishman 2076, a 
son of Young Viscount 736, her dam Pride 
Lanevuish 5681 by Younes Hero 1837, another 
son of Young Viscount 736; Partisan is ex- 
ceedingly choicely bred, and has been put to 
a few heifers. 

This then is as succinct an account as pos- 
sible of the principal stock bulls used at Bal- 
lindalloch during the last thirty years. If 1! 
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readers left by this time, they will 
wig hed take note that with but few excep- 
tions these bulls have gone through the fiery 
ordeal of exhibition at National shows with, 
on the whole, gratifying success. They will 
also please observe that the very large pro- 
portion of them have been bred at home or 
that on side of either sire or dam they claim 
relationship to the mother herd. 


To resume our narrative of the manage- 
ment of the herd. On account of declining 
years the late Mr. M’Kay retired on a pen- 
sion, and Mr. John Stewart succeeded to the 
responsible ~osition of sole manager. Mr. 
Stewart hA4d for a short time previously di- 
rected the overations of improvement on the 
farm of Tomore, which is one of the home 
farms and had had charge there of a portion 
of the herd. He thus brought with him to 
headquarters some experience of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, as well as a keen interest in 
the herd and an anxious desire for his em- 
ployer’s interest. We believe that the last 
purchase of a bull transacted by James 
M’Kay was that of Ballimore 741 and since 
then it will be observed that every bull used 
has been either bred at home or connected by 
parentage with the herd. This has been no 
accidental fact but part of a policy in breed- 
ing carefully thought out and adopted by Sir 
George and his manager. In 1884 Mr. John 
Stewart retired to take possession of his own 
farm, Auchindellan, in Clatt, Aberdeen-shire, 
where in 1888 he died, to the very great re- 
gret of all who knew him. He was succeeded 
by his brother Mr. William Stewart, who is 
still -in office and carries out successfully 
the practice of breeding which his brother 
had initiated. 


What this practice has been, the reader 
who has accompanied us so far will now 
pretty well understand. It is, simply ex- 
pressed, to avoid in-breeding but also to 
avoid any absolute out-cross. Breeding in 
line, so far as possible, has been adopted, 
although this has not been confined to the 
various families but is applicable to the herd 
as a whole. At the same time individual 
merit has always been considered and the 
long record of prizes won by the bulls used 
in the herd will be conclusive on this point. 


Now I am going to make a few claims for 
the herd and anyone who objects to lauda- 
tory remarks can easily skip this paragraph. 
We claim for the Ballindalloch herd a re- 
markable family resemblance among the fe- 
males bred therein, with perhaps the one ex- 
ception of the Jilt family, whose prepotency 
towards a certain type seems almost ungov- 
ernable. We claim that the cows are as 
large as those in any other herd where the 
quality is of equal merit and that, though 
they are on short legs, they produce to the 
butcher as much meat as those of any other 
herd; we claim that they are as healthy and 
breed as regularly as any other cows, even 
the cross cows of the neighboring farmers; 
and, above all, we claim for the young bulls 
sent annually from Ballindalloch a prepo- 
tency and a power to reproduce the merits 
of their ancestry that certainly cannot be 
excelled elsewhere. Does it not stand to rea- 
son that it must be so? If there is any- 
thing in the saying that “like begets like,” 
surely the intensity of blood which has been 
handed down at Ballindalloch for many gen- 
erations from prize-winning families must 
reproduce itself when brought into contact 
with other herds. That it is so with Ballin- 
dalloch bred sires it is impossible to dispute. 
It is only necessary to take up the account 
of any important show and analyze the prize 
list to find that it is so. We quote in this 
connection from Messrs. Macdonald and Sin- 
clair’s work “On Polled Cattle,” p. 66:—“The
